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SOYBEAN  INSPECTIOKS  DROP  SHARPLY  IN  NOVEMBER 

Inspected  receipts  of  soybeans  dropped  sharply  in  November  to  a  total  of 
12,285  cars  compared  -with  30,830  cars  in  October,  according  to  reports  to  the 
Department  of  Agriculture*    November  inspections  brought  the  total  for  the 
first  two  months  of  the  season  to  43,115  cars  compared  with  48,978  cars  for  the 
same  months  in  1946  and  54,271  cars  in  1945.    The  average  for  the  month  of 
November  for  the  crop  years  1941-45  was  15,845  cars. 

The  quality  of  the  soybeans  inspected  in  November  was  lower  than  for  the  pre- 
ceding month,  only  82  percent  grading  No.  2  or  better  compared  with  92  percent 
in  October.    October-November  receipts  graded  considerably  higher  than  those 
of  last  season,  but  somewhat  below  the  exceptionally  good  1945  crop.  Eighty- 
nine  percent  graded  No,  2  or  better  for  October-November  this  season  compared 
mth  73  percent  last  season  and  93  percent  in  1945. 

Inspections  of  soybeans  in  November  included  the  equivalent  of  242  cars  in- 
spected as  cargo  lots  and  truck  receipts  equal  to  about  197  cars.
